JEWELED HEIRESS 


WEEPS IN COURT 


Pretty Mrs. Spencer’s Insistence Upon 
Seeing Husband Caused 
Night in Jail. 


SAYS SHE DOESN'T FLIRT 


Husband Was in Courtroom, but Re- 
fused to Recognize Young Wom- 
an—Case Dismissed. 


Mrs. Cornelia Fach Spencer, wearing a 
dainty white dress, pretty low-quarter, 
patent-leather shoes, a fluffy white hat of 
considernble size and $1000 worth of dia- 
monds, was discharged in the City Hall 
police court Saturday morning, when ar- 
raigned on the charge of disturding the 
peace of the Irish Village at the Fair 
Friday evening. 

Mrs. Spencer, who is the daughter of a 
prominent West End family and the wife 
of Herbert L. Spencer, a well-known mu- 
sician and former choir singer, had spent 
the night until 3 o'clock in a cell at the 
Fair police station. At that hour she had 
been transferred to the Four Courts hold- 
over, where she was detained until 
time for her trial in the police court

Despite her incarceration and the trou- | 


blous times which the police say she gave | 
them, her raiment appeared fresh and un- 
soiled, her pretty hat was in its exact 
place on her dainty head, and her diamonds 
were in place at her throat and on her 
fingers. 

Mrs. Spencer wept freely as she told 
Judge Tracy her story. The judge asked 
few questions and made few comments, and 
at the end of her recital, remarked, in a 
voice that seemed rather more stern than 
was necessary: 

“The prisoner is discharged.’’ 

Mrs. Spencer left the courtroom hurriedly 
and alone. She had refused to allow her 
father or brother, or any of her friends, to 
know of her arrest, and none was in court 
during the trial. 

Her husband was there as a witness, but 
there was no meeting or greeting between 
them. After he had given his testimony, 
he lingered for a moment, but did not 
wait to hear the conclusion of the case.

Mrs. Spencer was arrested at the Irish 
village after making determined efforts to 
see her husband, who is employed as a 
musician in the village orchestra. She 
first sent him several notes; he refused to 
answer them, or to grant the interview 
she asked. 

Then she became very angry, and, ac-

refused to leave the gate until she had seen 
her husband. 

It is charged that she said she had a re- 
volver in the waist of her dress, and that 
she would kill her husband. Two detec- 
tives were finally called, and she was ar- 
rested and taken to the Fair police station. 
There she was locked up. It was found that 
she had no revolver or other weapon. 

The dectectives who made the arrest re- 
ported that they had seen Mrs. Spencer 
flirting with several men on the Pike. Mrs. 
Spencer indignantly enied this charge. 

J don't fürt,“ she declared. Some nice- 
looking gentlemen spoke to me, and I spoke 
to them. 1 will speak to a nice-looking man 
any time. 


Wedded Against 


Parents’ Wishes. 

Mrs. Spencer and the matrimonial trou- 
bles of herself and husband have been fre- 
quentivy before the public for at least two 
years of the four years of their married 


life. She is a member of a wealthy West 
End family and married Spencer much 
aguiust the wishes of her parents. This 
objection to her husband never ceased, and, 
while Mrs. Spencer and the little girl who 
was born to them, n visited the 
home of her parents, usband was 
never a guest there. 

About a year — 5 Mrs. Spencer filed suit 
for divorcee, alleg ng cruelty, desertion and 
indignities. With her mother and daugh- 
ter, slie went on a long trip to the West. 
Her divorce suit did not come to trial, 
however.

The platform will 
likely be an amplification of the recently- 
adopted Mississippi platform, with . the 
building of which Mr. Williams had much 
to do.

Mayor David C. Rose of Milwaukee is al- 
ready being boomed for permanent chair- 
man. Four years ago he was defeated for 
this honor by one vote.

National Committeeman Campau of Michi- 
igan has a acandidate for this honor from 
his state also. He is Judge Barkwoeth of 
Detroit. The Michigan jurist is said to be 
an exceptionally capable presiding officer, 
but the majority of the delegates here say 
they never heard of him. Mayor Collins 
of Boston is the choice of many Eastern 
delegates. Senator Bailey of Texas will not 
get the place. It is conceded that he can 
not be permanent chairman, anyhow, With 
another Southerner as temporary  chair- 
man.

_ SAFE PARKER VOTES 


Missouri, Illinois, Ohio, Maryland, Massachusetts and New 
Jersey Will Yield Their Candidates on Assurance of 
Defeat and Join With the Parker States. 


BY JAMES CREELMAN. 


All previous estimates of Judge Parker's 


strength fade in the presence of the direct 
evidence that is accumulating as the dele- 
gates and leaders from uninstructed states 
announce their position. It is now reason- 
ably certain that he will be nominated on 
the first or second ballot. It is absolutely 


certain that neither the Kansas City nor 


Chicago platforms will be reaffirmed. 

l have seen an official canvass of the 
Ohio delegates, which shows that, as soon 
as it is evident that Judge Harmon eannot 
be nominated, Ohio's 46 votes will be cast 
ker Parker under the unit rule. The can- 
vass shows 35 delegates for Parker as a 
second choice. It is barely possible that 
the delegation may decide, with Jufige 
Harmon's assent, to vote for Parker on the 
first baliot. 

This afternoon R. C. Sullivan, a delegate 
from Llinois and leader Hopkins’ lieuten- 
ant, said: 

“The Illinois delegation was instructed to 
vote for Hearst, but a canvass proves that 
43 of the delegates were opposed to him. It 
is safe to say that we will vote for Hearst 
until it is plain that his name is not a rea- 
sonable factor ih the convention, and then, 
under the unit rule, the 54 votes of Illinois 
will be east for Parker. ‘That is likely to 
be on the second ballot. We are acting in 
good faith in refusing to waste the votes 
of our state. 


It is certain that the eight votes of Oregon 
will go to Parker under the unit rule. 

Mr. Hogan of Spokane, who was elected 
as a Hearst delegate from Washington, said 
to me: 

“Three of the seven Hearst delegates of 
my state are now for Parker. I am one 
of the three. Washington will cast her 10 
votes for Parker.“ 

Kansas is also safe for Parker. John H. 
Atwood, the new national committeeman 
of that state, declares that 12 out of the 20 
votes of Kansas are for Parker. 

Senator Gorman's friends announce that 
Maryland’s 16 delegates and the six dele- 
gates of the District of Columbia are secure 
for Parker on the second ff not on the first 
ballot. I have. talked with one of Mr.

| Parker column. I have the highest au- 
thority for the statement: 

The most responsible assurances have 
been recefved from the Massachusetts dele- 
gates that if Mr. Olney does not show 
great strength on the first ballot the 82 
votes of Massachusetts will at once go to 
Parker. 

Figures of a canvass of the New Jersey 
delegation show that Parker will easily 
wet the 24 votes of that state under the 
unit rule. He has 18 of the delegates. Word 
comes from ex-Senator Smith, the state 
leader, that if Cieveland is not possible the 
New Jersey delegation can be counted for 
Parker. 

No doubt now exists regarding the Penn-

Coroner's Jury Finds Mover and Asso- 
ciates Resonsible for Death in 
the Victor Riots.

CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., 
dent Charles H. Moyer of the Western 
Federation of Miners and W. D. Haywood, 
secretary and treasurer, and 40 officers and 
supporters, were held for murder in the 
verdict of the coroner's jury investigating 
the Victor riots in which several men were 
killed. 

The jury found that on the day of the 
riot an armed body of men, about 90 mem- 
bers of the Western Federation of Miners, 
assembled at Victor pursuant to a prear- 
ranged plan, from different parts of the 
country, and that they were appointed 
special policemen by Marshal O'Connell. 
but that they were in fact an unlawful as- 
semblage or mob. 

Before the riot, O'Connell was removed 
from the officé by the mayor and his dep- 
uties and were ordered by the sheriff to 
disperse. Notwithstanding, about fifty of 
them started a riot, when Alfred Miller, one 
of their number, attempted to kill G. Cc 
Hamlin, and during the shooting McGee and 
Davis were killed and others wounded. 
Marshal O Connei is charged with shooting 

J. Horner tn the back durin the riot. 

T he ofticers of the Western Federaticn of 
Miners are held responsible for the crimes 
committed because ofthei r seditious and 
unlawful language. 

Immediately after the verdict was read, 
information was filed against tie W estern 
Federation of ere and the old execu- 
tive committee. Capiases for their arrest 
were placed in the hands of the sheriff. 
Bond in the cases of members of the ex- 
ecutivecommitteewasplaced at $6000. Those 
for Moyer and Haywood were placed at 
$10,000.

JUSTICE STEELE REFUSES 
TO SUSTAIN GOV. PEABODY 


DENVER, Colo., July 2.—In a lengths 
opinion made public last night, Justice 
Robert W. Steele of the state Supreme 
Court dissents from the opinions of his 


associates in refusing a writ of habeas 
corpus to Charies H. Moyer, president 
the Western Federation. of Miners, when 
held as a military prisoner at Telluride by 
order of Gov. Peabody. : 

In sustaining his position that the legis- 
latufe alone has power to set aside the 
right of habeas corpus, Justice Steele 
quotes andy refers to many decisions. He 
says in part: 

“it is entirely probable that the act of 
the governor in calling to his aid the inill- 
tary arm of the government cannot tbe 
questioned, but when it comes to super- 
seding the civil power and exercising mill 
tary law: to disobeying the writ of Rabens 
corpus or other process of the court, to 
detaining citizens upon suspician, then the 
question of whether an insurrection exists 
is not to’ be determined by the governor's 
proc lama tlon. 

“The court has not construed the con- 
stitution, it has ignored it. and the resuit 
is that it has made greater inroads on the 
constitution than it intended, and that une 
of the guarantees of personal liberty can- 
not now de enforced. 

“Moyer may be gullty of the most hei- 
nous offenses. It may be that he deserves 
to linger in prison the remainder of Lis 
natural life; but he is entitled to his b 
erty unless some one, in proper form and 
before a pr r tribunal. charges him with 
violation of * law. If one may be re- 
strained of his liberty without charge be. 
ing preferred against him, every other
